Miss  Boggs  graduated  from  Trinity  Col- 
lege with  a B.A.  degree,  and  earned  her 
A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  at  Radcliffe  College. 
She  was  appointed  Director  of  the  National 
Gallery  in  1966,  after  two  years  as  Steinberg 
Professor  of  Art  History  at  Washington  Uni- 
versity, St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Prior  to  that  she 
taught  at  Skidmore  College,  N.Y.,  Mount 
Holyoke  College  in  Massachusetts,  and  at 
the  University  of  California,  and  from  1962 
to  1964  she  was  Curator  at  the  Art  Gallery 
of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Polanyi,  born  in  Budapest,  Hungary, 
in  1891,  published  his  first  scientific  paper 
at  the  age  of  19.  While  a medical  student, 
he  became  interested  in  physics  and  physical 
chemistry  and  published  papers  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  quantum  theory  in  those  areas. 


After  World  War  I,  in  which  he  was  a 
medical  officer  in  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Army,  he  made  fundamental  discoveries  in 
such  diverse  fields  as  X-ray  diffraction,  solid 
state  physics  and  kinetics.  He  has  been  in 
England  since  1933,  having  resigned  from 
the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Institute  in  protest 
against  Nazi  legislation.  From  1933  to  1958 
he  was  at  Manchester  University.  He  has 
been  Senior  Research  Fellow  at  Merton  for 
the  past  nine  years,  continuing  his  work  in 
physical  chemistry  and  adding  to  it  a grow- 
ing interest  in  economics  and  philosophy. 

Stephen  B.  Roman  left  agricultural  college 
in  his  native  Slovakia  in  1937  to  come  to 
Canada  at  the  age  of  16.  After  working  on 
a farm  and  in  industry  and  serving  in  the 
Canadian  Army  in  World  War  II,  he  edited 
a Slovak  newspaper.  He  turned  to  mining  as 
a career  and  developed  the  Denison  mine 
at  Elliot  Lake  into  the  largest  uranium 
mine  in  the  western  world.  Mr.  Roman  is 
a director  of  several  important  corporations 
and  of  the  Canadian  Nuclear  Association. 
He  is  president  of  the  Canadian  Folk  Arts 
Council,  is  a student  of  world  politics,  an 
active  layman  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  who  has  the  Papal  honour,  Knight 
Commander  of  St.  Gregory  the  Great  and 
who  was  the  only  Canadian  lay  observer 
at  the  1964  Ecumenical  Council  in  Rome.

Graduate  Studies

and  director  of  the  University’s  Clinical  In- 
vestigation Unit  in  the  Toronto  General 
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Hospital,  has  been  named  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Medical  Science,  recently  estab- 
lished within  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

The  purpose  of  the  Institute  will  be  to 
prepare  for  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science 
and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  suitable  candi- 
dates who  wish  to  specialize  in  the  intensive 
clinical  investigation  of  disease.  The  hope 
is  that  it  will  also  encourage  and  facilitate 
interdisciplinary  studies  by  cutting  across 
barriers  that  exist  between  various  clinical 
and  basic  science  departments.  “The  ideal 
situation”,  a brief  to  the  Senate  recently 
pointed  out,  “is  one  in  which  clinical  and 
basic  scientists  work  closely  together,  each 
providing  ideas  and  techniques  for  the 
other”. 

Candidates  will  usually  be  medical  gradu- 
ates who  have  had  training  in  one  or  more 
of  the  basic  sciences,  over  and  above  that 
required  for  the  medical  course.  However, 
the  Institute  will  also  be  interested  in  scien- 
tists and  engineers  who  do  not  have  medical 
qualifications.  The  Institute  will  function 
mainly  in  special  areas  of  the  teaching  hos- 
pitals affiliated  to  the  University. 

Dr.  Laidlaw  was  bom  in  Toronto,  Feb. 
28,  1921.  He  gained  his  B.A.  at  U.  of  T.  in 
1942,  his  M.D.  in  1944  and  his  M.A.  (in 
biochemistry)  in  1947,  and  three  years  later 
his  Ph.D.  in  the  University  of  London.  He 
became  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  Canada  in  1955.  Dr.  Laidlaw 
spent  several  years  in  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  and  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital, 
Boston,  and  held  the  Markle  Fellowship  in 
Medical  Science,  1953-58. 

Architecture 

A.  John  Dakin  has  been  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Urban  and 
Regional  Planning,  one  of  three  departments 
in  the  Faculty  of  Architecture,  Urban  and 
Regional  Planning  and  Landscape  Architec- 
ture, formerly  the  School  of  Architecture. 
Prof.  Dakin  was  head  of  the  Division  of 
Town  and  Regional  Planning  in  the  School 
from  1961.  Educated  in  England,  he  gained 
experience  with  Le  Corbusier  in  Paris  and 
with  Alfred  Roth  in  Switzerland.  He  spent 
eight  years  in  South  Africa  following  the 
war,  took  a degree  in  the  social  sciences, 
and  his  Ph.D.  in  the  University  of  Natal.

Other  Universities’  Libraries  Open  to  the  U of  T Staff 


Members  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
teaching  staff  now  have  personal  access  to 
the  resources  of  13  other  university  libraries 
of  Ontario,  through  a scheme  adopted  by 
agreement  between  the  Ontario  Council  of 
University  Librarians  and  the  Ontario  Coun- 
cil on  Graduate  Studies,  and  approved  by 
the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities 
of  Ontario.  The  same  service  is  available  to 
staffs,  and  graduate  students  also,  of  all  the 
provincially-assisted  universities. 

Faculty  members  who  wish  to  visit  the 
library  of  another  university  may  obtain 
an  introduction  card  from  the  office  of  the 
Chief  Librarian.  Because  the  space  in  some 
libraries  is  limited,  advance  notice  of  a visit 
may  have  to  be  given  on  occasions. 

Visiting  privileges  include  normal  library 
facilities,  reference  service  and  photo  copy- 
ing, but  not  the  direct  borrowing  of  library 
materials.  The  visitor  may  examine  material 
he  may  wish  to  borrow  later  in  order  to 


ensure  that  obtaining  it  through  the  inter- 
library  loan  plan  will  be  worth  the  time 
and  cost.  A teletype  network  connecting  the 
co-operating  libraries  expedites  inter-library 
loans,  requests  for  visits,  and  the  location  of 
needed  materials. 

The  O.C.U.L.  is  preparing  a handbook 
listing  hours  and  regulations  of  co-operating 
libraries  and  is  planning  a general  guide  to 
collections  and  resources. 

Inter-library  loans  have  been  speeded  up 
by  a daily  transit  service  among  12  of  the  14 
university  libraries.  A station  wagon  service, 
administered  by  the  O.C.U.L.  and  financed 
by  the  C.P.U.O.,  operates  five  days  a week. 
Books  are  now  received  by  the  borrowing 
library  from  another  university  within  36 
hours  (at  most)  of  a teletyped  request. 

Because  of  the  distance  involved,  Lauren- 
tian  University  at  Sudbury  and  Lakehead  at 
Port  Arthur  will  continue  to  be  served  by 
air  parcel  post.

Russian  and  East  European 
Studies 

The  first  Summer  Russian  Workshop  held 
in  Canada  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Centre  for  Russian  and  East  European 
Studies  attracted  widespread  attention 
throughout  Canada  and  the  United  States. 
More  than  a hundred  requests  for  informa- 
tion were  received  and  54  students  were 
registered. 

S.  Kononoff,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
workshop,  assembled  a staff  of  seven,  in 
collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures.  Six  courses  were 
given,  including  elementary,  intermediate 
and  advanced  Russian  and  two  reading 
courses,  mainly  for  graduate  students,  and 
a special  course  was  arranged  for  exchange 
participants. 

An  extensive  program  of  extra-curricular 
activities  was  organized,  with  Russian  as 
the  language  of  use.  This  included  visits  to 
Stratford,  to  the  Russian  colony  on  Lake 
Simcoe,  and  to  the  Soviet  ship  Bratsk. 

Members  of  the  Centre’s  staff  believe 
the  workshop  more  than  justified  the  hopes 
and  expectations  of  those  who  initiated  and 
carried  it  through,  and  they  hope  it  can  be 
repeated  next  year  and  continued  indefinitely 
thereafter. 

Prof.  H.  Gordon  Skilling  gave  a lecture 
in  May  at  the  University  of  Glasgow  on 
“Interest  Groups  in  Soviet  Politics”  at  the 
Institute  of  Soviet  and  East  European 
Studies.  He  also  delivered  the  same  lecture 
at  the  London  School  of  Economics  the 
same  month.  He  spoke  on  “Political  Opposi- 
tion in  Communist  East  Europe”  at  the 
London  School  of  Slavonic  and  East  Euro- 
pean Studies,  University  of  London,  also  in 
May.  In  September,  Prof.  Skilling  presented 
a paper  at  the  Seventh  Congress  of  World 
Politics  in  West  Berlin  on  “Party,  Opposi-

During  June  and  July  he  travelled 
in  Czechoslovakia  doing  research,  and  then 
visited  Poland  and  the  German  Democratic 
Republic.
